The University Administration plans to raise our 
fees by $50 for in-state students and $150 for out 
of-state students. Graduate student fees will be raised 
$5 per credit for in-state students and $10 per credit 
for out-of-state students. 


The Board of Trustees of State Colleges deemed 
the raise necessary in light of a $1,140,000 cut in 
the request of operating funds from the Rhode Is- 
land General Assembly. In nine statements, the 
Board announced its intention to see URI, Rhode 
Island College and Rhode Island Junior College ad- 

. vance in quality and stature. 


Is this quality and stature to be found in the 
combination of $26,000 worth of bells and $200, 
000 worth of pedestrian mall? Or could it by chance 
be found in the classroom and the student body? 


The bells are obnoxious. They clang twice every 
hour. They are off key and offensive to the ear. The 
Alumni Office is seeking a contributor for them (he 
best be tone deaf.) 


Beautifying the campus is fine. URI has one of 
the most attractive campuses in the East. Visitors 
will no doubt be impressed by the mall while stu- 
dents may overlook it in their rush for the next class. 
But surface beauty should be matched with internal 
beauty.

If our bureaucracy spent just half of the time 
and money (wherever it comes from) on the prob- 
Jems of tripling, publishing pressure. quality of edu- 
cation and the host of other pertinent problems that 
it does on this business of frivolities, something of 
significance just might be accomplished. 


The Board said it is “keenly alert to the impor- 
tance of providing financial assistance when needed 
to make certain that the modest fees charged do not 
prevent capable sons and daughters of Rhode Is- 
Jand citizens from enjoying the benefits of post- 
high school education if they so desire.” $226,000 
would seeem to provide a considerable number of 
‘Students with such assistance, The bells and the mall 
are of no assistance to anyone.

Any non-student organization 
such as a convention, that wants 
to have liquor at a function must 
apply for the permisison.

Dr. Horn went on to explain 
why no undergraduates are a 
lowed to drink, despite their age, 
Since it is extremely difficult for 












a 21-year-old university resident 
to stop his underage roommate 
from drinkiig in their room, the 





university feels it best to sim- 
ply forbid any drinking whatso- 
ever, Dr. Horn said. 

At the Senate meeting, the 
Student Affairs Committee pre- 
sented a bill calling for allow- 
ing students 21 and over to drink 
on campus. In another bill pre- 
sented by this committee, they 
call for the sending of mid- 
semester grades to a student's 
School address, rather than to 
his home. 

Senator Walsh announced that 
the next Senate hearing on the 
war in Vietnam will be held 
May 4. 

Senator David Paye announced 
that the budgets for the fall se- 
mester must be submitted by 
student organizations to the Tax 
Committee by Sunday, April 30. 
He said very few had been re- 
ceived so far.
